ULTIMA THULE,

During the summer of this year I visited 
Jeotand, and thore*I saw nnd hoard much 
that interested moa very deeply. All, well 
with mo, I shall go tolJcelaud again, and 
live among tho bénddgta in their mountain 
avlitudes, and among tho fishor-folk on 
their desolate coasts. I liked t&o Iecland 
people; I think’ they ‘liked mo; at all 
events, we gob alonf agreeably, So far as 
T could judgo, thoy were undgr little or no 
roserve in my prosence, and thoy sccmed 
sincere in wiabing, that L should sce moro 
of. theie innor life and: charactor, ‘he 
Tcolander is not master in fis own house, 
and this makes him very: scusitive on many 
points, [did not probe the sore places, 
and ho was too proud to mako any display 


of thom. But on the other hund, he mada 


no concealmont, and I think it lies at tho 
bottom of his heart. that if Englund and 
Awerios knew how mattors stand.with him, 
perhops help of some peaceful sort would 
come his way. have no doubt that he is 
right in that, and I wish. I ‘had sufficient 
command of the facts and of tho car‘of 
England to say with ‘confilenca ‘what. I 
think of the relation of Denmark towards 
Iceland, What mny ccemo some dey, and 
meantime all 1 wish to do here is to gossip.) 
in an easy way on somo aspects of Iceland 
cbaractor as I saw it in the course of a short 
visit. : 
Tho Iccland people are the poorest that T 
have any knowledge of, but they aro algo in 
one respect the proudest. hoy do not 
mind getting monoy by moans that ure 
extreme, if not actually ‘unfair, but they 
will actept: nothing in charity. — Shurtly 
after landing at Loykjavik, I had -ex~ 
orionce both .of Tovland:ahrewdnes3 and 
coland pride. Wo were to:makon journey 
to Krusivik to sce the sulphur mines, and 
had. sent one of Zocga’s men to catch o 
dozen ponies, where they were grazing on 
the moors outside the little capital, ‘The 
Icelander’ is a leisurely creature, and the 
work accupied soveral hours. “Duriny. this 
time we walked over the town, and then 
rested in the Hotel Island, ‘hevo'had been 
no touting at the jotty, and none in the 
streats, but round tho hotel doors there 
stood little group of people with various 
articles for sale. One wontan sold the Ice. | 
and woman's house-cap, the hufa, a suit of 
flattened fez with a Jongor tuescl ; another 
sold Iceland shoes, a sort of alin slipper ; 
and yet another auld filigroo jowellery of 
Iceland manufacture, ‘Iho pricee secmed 
high, but wo pnid thom, and pucketed our 
troasures, and some of the old’ folk whose 
atock had been entirely sold out skipped 
‘away like delighted childron. One young 
colander showed mo two large silver coins, 
and asked forty kronor for then). As silver 
thoy were not worth half as much, and so 1 
hesitated, though I wished to possces thom, 
My first impulse. was to offer thirty kroner, 
but I did not like to cheapan the coins lest the 
young fellow should think that I believed 
he was trying to take advantage of: me. 
‘Vory reluctantly I said No, aud turned my 
pack on the Icelander. Then [ heard this 
convorsation betweenhimand the supsrcargu
